RETAIL TRADE IN SEPTEMBER 
COMPARISON OF 1937 WITH 1936 


that retailers use a variety of accounting periods and 
also that the number of selling days in any calendar 
month varies from year to year. Returns have, there- 
fore, to be adjusted to some extent in order to render 
the sales for 1936 and 1937 comparable when combined 
into district or other totals. Almost all contributors 
now report the number of days on which selling took 
place in their shops during the period to which their 
figures relate. On each return, therefore, the 1936 
sales are corrected, where necessary, by the appropriate 
amount to make them comparable with those of 1937, 
so far as length of period is concerned. Adjustments 
of this kind may be imperfect where a return relates to 
the sales of a number of shops in different towns, but 
the error involved is not likely to affect the published 
figures. Corrections for such differences between Sep- 
tember 1936 and September 1937 were few in number, 
as the calendar month contained the same number o 
selling days in both years. 


It must also be remembered that the figures refer, 
as far as possible, only to the trade of branches or de 
partments which have been established for a year a 
least and which were therefore actually in operation 
in the two months for which the return is made.

The index for total daily sales rose from 108 in 
August to 118 in September, this increase being in 
accordance with the usual seasonal movement. The 
advance was most pronounced—30 points—in Central 
and West End London, where seasonal fluctuations are 
greater than in other districts. The rise in Provincial 
England and Wales was only 6 points, bringing the 
index for that area to 122. 


The upward movement in food and _perishables 
amounted to only 2 points on the whole, the September 
index being 128. There was no change in Provincial 
England and Wales, while the increase in the other 
three districts for which index numbers are calculated 
varied between 3 points in Suburban London and 18 
points in the Central and West End area where, how- 
ever, the sample varies in some respects from that 
available for other parts of the country. 


Other merchandise, the seasonal movement of which 
is much more marked, recovered by 19 points in Sep- 
tember from the fall of 34 points in August, and the 
index number for this section was 8 points above the 
average for 1933. As yet price increases have been 
less important for such merchandise than for various 
kinds of food and perishables, and this factor accounts 
in part for the difference between the index numbers for 
the two divisions. September sales of such merchan- 
dise are normally some 10 per cent. below the monthly 
average for the year, whereas for food and perishables 
the difference is only slight. 


STOCKS 

The value of total stocks reported at the end of 
September 1937 was 7:0 per cent. higher than a year 
earlier, This is the largest increase recorded for stocks 
since these statistics were first compiled. In this con- 
nection the possible effect of price changes should 
not be overlooked, although its extent is difficult to 
estimate. The increases in the seven districts differed 
comparatively little, the lowest percentage being 6-2 
for Suburban London and the highest 8-0 in the Central 
and West End area. Stocks of food and perishables 
were higher by 10-1 per cent., and those of other mer- 
chandise by 68 per cent. ‘Two of the smaller cate- 
gories in the latter division—sports and travel goods 
and miscellaneous and unallocated goods—showed 
extremely large increases of nearly 19 per cent. each, 
but in no main category except boots and shoes (0°8 per 
cent.) did the rise amount to less than 5 per cent. 


EMPLOYMENT 


The total number of persons employed in retail 
establishments for which this information is reported 
was 44 per cent. greater at the end of September 1937 
than at the corresponding date in 1936. The increase 
in total staffs varied from 1:2 per cent. in Suburban 
London to 6:4 per cent. in the North East. Selling 
staffs were larger by 48 per cent. and the number of 
juveniles by 11°3 per cent. Both these overlapping 
divisions showed increases in each of the seven 
districts.

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The volume of retained 
imports of food, drink and tobacco last quarter was 
slightly greater than in the corresponding quarters 
of 1936 and 1935. Compared with the third quarter of 
last year, large increases were shown for tobacco (36 
per cent.) and fresh fruit and vegetables (20 per cent.), 
but declines occurred in respect of each of the remain- 
ing groups except meat, particularly living animals for 
food (23 per cent.), beverages and cocoa preparations 
(8 per cent.) and feeding stuffs for animals (7 per 
cent.). Compared with the preceding quarter, the 
volume of retained imports of food, drink and tobacco 
fell by about 1 per cent., and a similar small decline 
was shown in the first nine months as compared with 
the same period of last year. 


Average values of total imports in this class last 
quarter were 14 per cent. higher than a year earlier, 
and exceeded those in the third quarter of 1935 by 21 
per cent. The only groups to show decreases compared 
with a year earlier were tobacco (5 per cent.) and fresh 
fruit and vegetables (1 per cent.); appreciable increases 
were registered for each of the other groups, in par- 
ticular grain and flour (41 per cent.), feeding stuffs for

animals (89 per cent.) and “‘ other food” (19 », 
cent.). For the class as a whole, average values ¢ 
total imports rose by about 3 per cent. compared wit 
the previous quarter. 


Raw Materials.—The volume of retained imports »: 
raw materials last quarter exceeded that of a year ay, 
by nearly 9 per cent.; compared with the third quart 
of 1935 the increase was 27 per cent. Increases of oye 
6 per cent. compared with the third quarter of 19% 
occurred in respect of ten of the twelve groups fy 
which comparable information is available; ‘* othe 
textile materials ’’ and raw cotton and cotton wast 
declined by 33 per cent. and 28 per cent., respectively 
In the case of raw rubber, an excess of re-exports jp 
the earlier period became a net import this year, whik 
among other of the more important groups th 
greatest increases were for raw and waste wool an( 
woollen rags (42 per cent.), iron ore and scrap (29 pe: 
cent.), paper-making materials (17 per cent.) and w. 
dressed hides and skins (14 per cent.). Compared with 
the preceding quarter, retained imports of ray 
materials rose in volume by about 3 per cent.; for th: 
first nine months of this year, the increase over the 
same period of last year amounted to 7 per cent. 


Average values of total imports of raw material 
rose by 29 per cent. compared with a year earlier, this 
increase being about double that shown for the other 
two classes. The upward movement was shared bi 
each of the thirteen groups concerned, and exceeded 
14 per cent. in every case except raw cotton and 
cotton waste and non-metalliferous mining products 
other than coal, which showed only trifling increases. 
The rise in average values was largest for iron ore and 
scrap (56 per cent.), followed by undressed hides and 
skins (49 per cent.), non-ferrous metalliferous ores and 
scrap (45 per cent.), ‘‘ other textile materials ’’ (34 
per cent.), wood and timber (38 per cent.) and raw 
wool, ete. (31 per cent.). For the class as a whole, the 
average value of total imports was 2 per cent. higher 
than in the second quarter of this year; compared with 
the third quarter of 1935, the increase amounted t 


35 per cent. 


Manufactured Articles.—The volume of retainel 
imports of articles wholly or mainly manufactured was 
the same as in the previous quarter, but showei 
increases of 12 and 31 per cent., respectively, as com- 
pared with the third quarters of 1936 and 1935. The 
volume of retained imports of vehicles exceeded the 
corresponding figure of last year by about 150 per 
cent., due to rapidly expanding imports of low-priced 
motor cars. Other large proportionate increases 1 
volume, as compared with a year earlier, were show! 
for machinery (87 per cent.), woollen yarns and manv- 
factures (26 per cent.), cotton yarns and manufactures 
(23 per cent.) and the iron and steel group (21 per 
cent.), while the only significant decrease was one © 
7 per cent. in the case of leather and manufactures 
thereof. Compared with the corresponding period of 
last year, retained imports of manufactured articles 
in the nine months increased in volume by 15 per cent. 


Average values of total imports of manufactured 
articles were 15 per cent. higher than a year ago and 
19 per cent. above those in the corresponding quarte' 
of 1935. The changes in average values comparet 
with last year were under 10 per cent. in twelve of th 
nineteen groups for which comparable information “ 
available. Large increases took place in respect © 
iron and steel (46 per cent.), non-ferrous metals (3° 
per cent.), rubber manufactures (29 per cent.), and the 
manufactured oils group (26 per cent.), while there 
was a steep fall, as indicated above, in respect © 
vehicles (31 per cent.). Compared with the previous 
quarter, average values of total imports of manufee- 
tured articles rose by 2 per cent.

Average values of exports of manufactured goods 
were over 10 per cent. higher than in the third quarter 
of 1936; each group except cutlery, hardware, etc., 
shared in the rise, and in that group the decline was 
insignificant. Among the textile groups, manufactures 
of cotton, wool and ‘‘ other textiles ’’ showed 
increases of 13, 15 and 8 per cent., respectively. 
Average values of exports in the iron and steel group 
rose by 21 per cent., and in the non-ferrous metals 
group by 18 per cent.; the corresponding rises for elec- 
trical goods and apparatus, machinery and vehicles 
were between 7 and 9 per cent. Other large increases 
were recorded for coke and manufactured fuel (35 per 
cent.), leather and manufactures (15 per cent.) and 
manufactured oils, ete.

Engagements of British seamen last quarter showed an in- 
crease of 2,579 (2°3 per cent.) over the number for the 
September quarter of 1936, this increase affecting all classes 
except Chinese. A decline of 206 (7 per cent.) in the total 
engagements of foreign seamen was about identical with a 
reduction shown for Chinese seamen, decreases in the 
numbers of foreign Arab and white seamen engaged being 
offset by an increase in the number of ‘ other foreign 
seamen.’ British seamen accounted for 97-8 per cent. of 
all engagements, as against 97-6 per cent. a year earlier. 


Of the increase of 2,373 in all engagements compared with 
the third quarter of 1936, 2,279 related to British white 
seamen; the proportion of all white seamen to the total, 
however, remained the same (97:7 per cent.). 


For the first nine months as a whole, the engagements 
of British seamen represented 97-7 per cent. of the total in 
1937 and 97-6 per cent. in 1936. The total number of 
engagements, British and foreign, rose from 314,484 to 
326,489, an increase of 12,005, of which British seamen 
accounted for 11,965.

TRADE AND CROPS 


Trade generally is quiet, with conditions normal for this 
time of year. ‘ 

Heavy rains in certain parts of Barbados are reported by 
cable, but general rains are wanted; in some districts the 
drought has affected the sugar canes. 

In Jamaica the growing sugar cane has suffered from the 
ick of rain, and if the present dry weather continues it 
may have an adverse effect on the coming crop. Banana 
exports for the year to the end of August amounted to 
16,541,782 stems, as compared with 11,425,458 stems in the 
wrresponding period of 1936. The ginger crop is over with 
oversea Markets firm. 

Trinidad sugar exports for the seven months to the end of 
July amounted to 123,569 tons, as compared with 135,374 
tons in the same period of 1936, The weather continues ideal 
for the young cocoa, and a good crop is expected in spite 
of “ witchbroom.’’ Banana exports for the year to July 
vere 104,233 stems, as compared with 86,048 stems in the 
ame period of 1936. The steady activity in the oil industry 
continues; exports of mineral oil amounted to 276,127,275 
gallons for the year to July, as against 238,707,122 gallons 
for the similar period of last year. 

As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands, in 
Antigua 32,567 tons of sugar have been made, and when 
grinding is finished a record crop of approximately 33,000 
tons is expected. The gradual improvement of trade con- 
tinues in Dominica. The sugar crop in St. Kitts shows an 
improvement. St. Vincent arrowroot exports for the year 
to August amounted to 22,893 barrels, as compared with 
19,847 barrels in the same period of 1936. More rain is 
needed generally throughout these Islands. 

In British Guiana grinding of the new sugar crop has 
begun on most of the estates. It is expected that the rice 
harvest will start in the next few weeks and an average 
cop is thought likely. Bauxite exports for the eight 
months to the end of August were 208,116 tons, as compared 
rith 120,092 tons in the corresponding period of 1936.—

According to the Monthly Trade Bulletin, No. 7, 1937, 
published by the Office of Statistics, Jerusalem, imports of 
merchandise for consumption in July totalled £P.1,254,473,

£P.995,229 in July 1936. Imports were therefore greater

by £P.259,244 than in Juiy 1936, an increase of 26 per cent. ; 
they were, however below the corresponding figure for July 
1935 by £P.206,838, or 14-2 per cent. 

As compared with June 1937, imports of food, drink and 
tobacco showed a recession from £P.285,863 to £P.267,771. 
Imports of raw materials and articles mainly unmanufac- 
tured also declined from £P.135,635 in June to £P.123,861 
in July. Imports of wholly or mainly manufactured afticles, 
however, rose from £P.834,414 in June 1937 to £P.860,891 
in July 1937. 


Exports AND TRANSIT TRADE 


Shipments of merchandise of domestic produce in July 
1937 totalled £P.154,811, as compared with £P.129,870 in 
the previous month and £P.65,256 in July 1936. Exports 
in July 1937 were therefore larger by £P.89,555, or 137-2 
per cent., than in July 1936. They also surpass the 1935 
figure for July by £P.77,900, or 101-3 per cent. The increase 
in exports over July 1936 is chiefly due to barley, 
+ £P.31,161; lentils, + £P.1,088; edible oils, + £P.12,900; 
rice, + £P.2,746; undressed hides and skins, + £P.3,093; 
metal waste and scrap, + £P.6,285; Dead Sea chemicals, 
+ £P.12,570; and laundry soap, + £P.3,800. 

As compared with June 1937, exports of food, drink and 
tobacco and wholly or mainly manufactured articles rose by 
£P.12,312, or 18:7 per cent., and £P.14,097, or 38-5 per 
cent., respectively, while exports of raw materials and 
articles mainly unmanufactured declined by £P.1,730, or 
6:4 per cent. > 

Re-exports in July 1937 of goods previously recorded as 
imports were valued at £P.49,733, as compared with 
£P.51,931 in the previous month and £P.55,956 in July, 
1936, 

Re-exports from bond totalled £P.8,041 in July 1937, as 
against £P.11,429 in June and £P.8,611 in July 1936. 

The value of transit trade, exclusive of Iraq Petroleum 
Company’s crude oil, totalled £P.74,823 in July 1937, as 
compared with £P.71,571 in the previous month and 
£P.29,809 in July 1936. 

Crude oi] in transit from Iraq via Haifa totalled 131,489 
tons in July 1937, as against 125,944 tons in June 1937 and 
140,532 tons in July 1936.

Export demand for maize is weaker, as buyers are well 
supplied, but price fluctuations are unimportant, sellers 
withholding stocks.

FOREIGN 


ALGERIA 
ECONOMIC AND COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS 


The critical state of affairs during 1934 and 1935 reached 
its peak in 1936, *writes H.M. Consul-General, lately at 
Algiers. ‘Then, thanks to climatic conditions and appro- 
priate French legislation, Algeria’s economic situation 
rapidly improved. 

Algeria’s prosperity is entirely dependent on France, with 
whom she forms one Customs Union, and who absorbs from 
80 to 90 per cent. of her total exports. As long as France 
purchases Algeria’s products—chiefly wine and cereals—at 
profitable prices, Algeria’s economic situation is secure. 
Very few factors, however, are sufficient to dislocate 
Algeria’s economy; an over-abundant harvest, a serious 
deficit in the crops or abundant wine harvest in France. 
For instance the abundance of the wine crop in Algeria and 
France during 1935, followed by the restriction on the im- 
portation of Algerian wine into France, created a serious 
situation for Algeria. 


WINE AND WHEAT 


Owing to her Customs Union with France and to her 
inability to negotiate commercial treaties with foreign 
countries, Algeria was unable in 1935 to sell her surplus 
products to other countries. In the case of wine, the price 
fell in that year from 12 francs to 3-50 frs. per degree and 
dropped even lower. Algerian wine-growers have not, as a 
tule, sufficient material resources to stock their wine, but 
are obliged to sell practically at once. 

The subsequent wine crop in 1936 was poor, both in 
France and Algeria, where it was only 60 per cent. of the 
normal crop. In consequence prices rose from 3:50 frs. per 
degree to 14 frs. and, in spite of the smaller quantity of 
wine obtained, larger profits were made. Thus in 1935 the 
abundance of wine production both in France and in Algeria 
caused economic depression, whereas the partial failure of 
the 1936 crop, thanks to a warm winter and late frosts, 
brought comparative prosperity in its train. 

In addition to nature’s opportune assistance to Algerian 
Wine-crowers, the French Government greatly helped 
Algerian wheat-growers by applying to Algeria the decree

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instituting an ‘‘ Office National du Blé.’’ This institution 
seeks to protect wheat-growers from the wide variation in 
the price of wheat following the law of supply and demand, 
market manipulations, world over-production or scarcity, 
and forced sales to speculators for ready cash, by fixing the 
price of wheat at 140 to 150 frs. per 100 kilogs. 


INCREASED PurRcHASING PowER AND A TEMPORARY Boom 


The increased purchasing power of the Algerian popula- 
tion, owing to the higher prices obtained for wheat and wine 
and to the general increase of workers’ wages, reacted very 
favourably on Algerian commerce and industry, which ex- 
perienced a temporary boom in the autumn of 1936. This 
boom was artificially accentuated by the sudden demand 
for goods by private individuals, retailers and wholesale 
dealers in anticipation of a rise in price. Merchants and 
shopkeepers exhausted their stocks but were unable to re- 
plenish them from France as, owing to the uncertainty of 
the political situation, the devaluation of the franc, the 
introduction of the 40-hour week and the increase in the 
price of raw materials, French manufacturers were unable 
to quote prices or even to promise deliveries several months 
ahead. Prices are now quoted, stocks are available and 
deliveries can be made, but goods have greatly increased in 
price, and many commodities are as much as 70 to 80 per 
cent. dearer. 

Cost or Livine: Natives’ Wages 

The cost of living increased rapidly from 466 in November 
1935 to 483 in May 1936, to 548 in November 1936 and to 
649 in February 1937, compared with 100 in 1914. The 
newly obtained benefits derived by labour from increased 
wages were thus nullified; purchases by individuals and 
merchants in anticipation of increased prices ceased and 
spending was restricted. The purchasing power of the 
natives remained stationary. Efforts are being made by 
the administration to increase the low wages paid to native 
labour. [A slight wage increase to several million labourers 
would greatly increase the purchasing power of the country, 
put more money into circulation and create a greater 
demand for food and manufactured articles. It is con- 
sidered by many that with the high prices obtaining, 
Algerian agriculture could support this increase. ] 


PositIoN AND Prospects IN 1937 


The situation in the spring of 1937 appeared more hope- 
ful than in that of 1936. In spite of radical changes in 
Algeria’s economic life, confidence had been restored and 
commercial activities were proceeding normally and even 
improving. Railway returns in the early months of 1937 
showed an increase over 1936 and deposits in the Post Office 
Savings Bank an appreciable excess over withdrawals. It 
was felt that provided Algerian harvests and the French 
market for Algerian wine and other agricultural products 
were normal and no political upheavals disturbed her 
economic life, Algeria should enjoy a more prosperous year 
during 1937 than she had enjoyed during the past few years. 


TRADE WITH FRANCE AND THE UNITED KiNGDpOoM 


Although Algeria’s commercial balance showed a deficit 


of 544,704,000 frs. in 1936 as compared with one of 
230,861,000 frs. in 1935, her total trade exceeded that of 
1935 by 154,741,000 frs. Compared with 1935 imports in- 
creased by 234,292,000 frs., or 8:3 per cent., and exports 
decreased by 79,551,000 frs., or 3 per cent. 

In 1936 France, to whom Algeria sent 80 per cent. of her 
exports and from whence came 80 per cent. of her imports, 
remained Algeria’s best customer and most important sup- 
plier. Of France’s total imports, 11-1 per cent. came from 
Algeria, and 17-3 per cent. of her total exports went there. 

Algeria’s purchases from France exceeded those of the 
United Kingdom, France’s second best customer, by 780 
million frs. and her sales to France exceeded those to the 
United States, France’s second supplier, by 300 million frs. 

Algeria purchased from France almost her entire import 
of preserved and fresh meat, margarine, milk and butter, 
sugar, arachide oil, colours and varnishes, rayon, boots and 
shoes, ironmongery, as well as 72-4 per cent. of her total 
imports of machinery, 99:9 per cent. of automobiles, 99-2 
per cent. of iron and steel, 88-5 per cent. of chemical pro- 
ducts, 99-8 per cent. of soaps and perfumery, 98 per cent. ° 
of medicines, 99-4 per cent. of cotton textiles, 95-8 per cent. 
of paper, 99-8 per cent. of furniture, 95 per cent. of cheese, 
77-9 per cent. of potatoes, 95:8 per cent. of building 
materials and so on. 

The chief goods which France does not supply to Algeria 
and which are bought elsewhere are petrol, coal, coffee, tea, 
hides and skins, sheep and pigs. France purchases nearly 
the whole of Algeria’s export of wine, cereals, sheep, fruit, 
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alcohol, groats, potatoes, fresh vegetables, eggs, cork manu- 
factures and carpets. Other important exports to France 
are tobacco leaf, olive oil, esparto grass and phosphates. 

After France and her colonies, the United Kingdom’s 
trade with Algeria is more than double that of any other 
country. The total trade between the United Kingdom and 
Algeria during 1935 decreased from 163,229,000 frs. in 1934 
to 144,134,000 frs., or 12 per cent. Algeria’s imports from 
the United Kingdom decreased from 68,176,000 frs. in 1934 
to 50,530,000 frs. in 1935, and exports from 95,053,000 frs. 
to 93,604,000 frs. 

The chief decreases in imports from the United Kingdom 
were in potatoes, coal (excluding bunkers), chemical pro- 
ducts, jewellery and gold and silver plated wares, and motor 
cycles. The principal increases were in machines and metal 
goods. The chief decreases in exports to the United King- 
dom were in esparto grass and phosphates, and the main 
increases were in olive oil and chemical products. As 
regards trade in 1936, judging from quantities, exports 
from Algeria have increased, whereas exports from the 
United Kingdom have decreased. This decrease is chiefly 
due to the decline in the export of coal to Algeria. The 
quantities of merchandise exported from Algeria to the 
United Kingdom during 1936 were about 1,600,000 metric 
tons, as compared with 1,164,667 metric tons in 1935. This 
increase was chiefly due to the rise in exports of esparto 
grass, old iron and iron ore.

According to the Association of Italian Corporations, 
Rome, imports and exports in the first eight months of the 
current year were valued at 9,307-5 million lire and 6,887-2 
million lire, as compared with 3,740°3 million lire and 2,9026 
million lire respectively in the corresponding period of 1936. 


FOREIGN 


It should be noted that the above figures are inclusive of 
trade with Italian Colonies, from which during the first 
eight months of 1937 imports totalled 206-2 million lire, as 
compared with 94:6 million lire in 1936, while exports 
totalled 1,843 million lire and 1,123 million lire respectively. 

During the eight months under review 1,619,580 metric 
tons of wheat, valued at 1,356-5 million lire, were imported, 
as against 270,543 metric tons, valued at ‘136-8 million lire, 
in the eight months ended 31 August 1936. 


Now that the new Italian wheat crop is on the market 
wheat imports may be expected to dwindle rapidly. Argen- 
tina has been the main source of supply, and the balance 
between the two countries has turned heavily in her favour. 
Although the value of Italian exports to Argentina rose in 
the first eight months of 1937 from 92-4 million lire to 2285 
million lire, the excess of imports over exports rose from 
36-8 million lire in the period January-August 1936 to 689:1 
million lire in 1937.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


GENERAL BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


The first month of the fall was a disappointment to those 
who had counted upon a prompt acceleration of business 
activity, once the vacation period was over and the usual 
seasonal influences began to take effect. 


Instead, the early reports from the industries showed 
considerable irregularity. The manufacturing industries 
operated at a very high rate during the summer, to catch 
up with orders on hand and in some cases to make up time 
lost in strikes; but they were selling less than they were 
producing, and making steady inroads on their unfilled 
orders. Now they are in need of new business. However, 
market conditions thus far have tended to hold buying 
within conservative limits. 


For the first time in three years the fall pick-up has been 
sluggish, and in some quarters a moderate shortening of 
running time has been put into effect. Naturally, the 
persistent decline in stock prices has been a shock to the 
optimists. It can hardly be ignored in appraising the busi- 
ness outlook, and it can hardly be explained except by the 
assumption that some people, at least, are revising their 
views as to the probable volume of business and corporate 
earnings. 


Opposing ELEMENTS IN THE OUTLOOK 


Business men have counted upon the largest farm income 
and pay-roll disbursements since 1929 to sustain trade, and 
to supply the orders needed to keep the industries busy. 
Prices of some farm products have been easing, but senti- 
ment was prepared for this, in view of the increased produc- 
tion, and no great revision of estimates of the farm buying 
power is called for. Farm cash income in August, according 
to the Department of Agriculture, was 125 million dollars, 
of 19 per cent., over the same month of last year. 


It is true that retail trade, in the first part of September 
as well as in August, failed to equal expectations. Depart- 
ment store sales in August were 4 per cent. above a year ago, 
in dollars, which is an inferior showing when contrasted 
with the fact that prices are 7 to 10 per cent. higher, 
according to the best available information; and the Federal 
Reserve index of these sales dropped to the lowest since last 
October. Chain store sales were up only about 2 per cent. 
and the mail order houses 7-8. However, after Labour Day 
there was a pronounced widening of retail gains in many 
areas, which inspired hope that the season would even- 
tually turn out as well as the calculations of consumer 
buying power seemed to promise. Meanwhile comparisons 
are with extremely good figures last year. 


In the outlook for the remainder of 1937 the intention of 
the automobile manufacturers to go “all out’’ is impor- 
tant. Two years’ experience has shown that the change of 
the automobile show date into the fall is almost a guarantee 
of fourth quarter activity, with many industries bolstered 
by motor car production. Automobile sales have been good 
all the summer, and fall schedules on the new models have 
been set at high figures. 


With these reasons for expecting a satisfactory fall, most 
business men have found reassuring answers to the uncer- 
tainties in the outlook. Many have been apprehensive of 
the increased costs due to higher wages, taxes and materials, 
but on the whole have felt that a good part of the advance 
could be passed on to the consumer without blocking trade. 
Many are troubled by labour problems, but encouraged by 
the comparatively peaceful situation at the moment; and if 
they are disturbed by political uncertainties they at least 
have a respite from new legislation while Congress is not 
sitting. Perhaps more than anything else business men 
have counted upon the cumulative forces of recovery to 
carry on against all handicaps, supported by an all-round 
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better balance in the economic situation, and continuing as 
long as business is still below the calculated “‘ normal ”’ and 
shortages are still to be made up. 


Tur D1SAPPOINTMENTS 


These views have influenced most of the fall predictions. 
On the other hand, the stock market break weakens con- 
fidence in them, and the past few months have unquestion- 
ably produced a number of disappointments. The improve- 
ment in the volume of construction has ceased, and building 
has been running behind a year ago, especially in the 
residential classification of which so much was hoped. In 
August residential contract awards were 27 per cent. under 
the same month last year, and total awards only 4 per cent. 
larger, according to the F. W. Dodge figures. In the first 
three weeks of September the total was 15 per cent. smaller. 
As compared with earlier months this year the drop has 
been considerably more than seasonal. 


Railroad net earnings have fallen behind last year, as a 
result of increased expenses, higher taxes and a wage 
increase covering non-operating employees, with another 
coming for the operating group. Hence the prospect for 
railway. equipment buying is less bright than last fall. 
Building and railway equipment are two major industries; 
they have been laggards in the recovery, and have been 
counted on to carry forward the improvement which other 
industries began. They are among the chief users of steel, 
and the steel industry is feeling the lack of their orders. 
Steel mill operations dropped from 84 per cent. of capacity 
during August to below 75 at latest reports, and the curtail- 
ment has come chiefly in the plants making heavy products. 
The actual consumption of steel in the automobile, 
machinery and a number of miscellaneous industries seems 
likely to be as high as in the fourth quarter last year, but 
evidently forward buying will be lighter, and the stimulus 
to production less pronounced. 


There was never reason to expect further gains this fall 
in the industries, including textiles, shoes and some other 
general merchandise lines, which boomed through part of 
1936 and the first half of this year. The evidence is that 
production has been outrunning consumption, and stocks 
are up. Seasonal buying has been slack, and the trend is 
toward curtailment, especially in fine cotton goods, men’s 
wear woollens, floor coverings and shoes. 


Commodity prices have eased since the middle of July, 
and gave ground especially in the closing days of Sep- 
tember. Lastly, the capital markets have been disappoint- 
ingly sluggish.—National City Bank of New York. 


URUGUAY 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—JUNE 


Official statistics of Uruguay on foreign trade relating to 
the first half of the current year have recently been issued 
and indicate expansions as compared with the corresponding 
period of 1936 on both import and export account. Based 
upon Customs tariff values, imports into Uruguay in the 
first half of the current year amounted to 37,461,885 pesos, 
as compared with 30,342,926 pesos in the same period of last 
year, while exports (market values) increased to 65,289,367 
pesos from 50,933,739 pesos. 


The returns show that Great Britain continues to be 
Uruguay’s principal customer, exports thereto having been 
valued this year at 12,958,263 pesos, as against 13,908,151 
pesos last year. Nevertheless, a great advance has been 
made in export business to the United States, which ex- 
panded in value to 11,936,585 pesos from 8,778,724 pesos. 
Exports to Germany were valued at 6,268,436 pesos, as 
against 5,910,508 pesos in 1936; to Argentina, at 6,038,025 
pesos (6,167,845 pesos); and to Brazil, at 2,193,695 pesos 
(2,097,720 pesos). Exports to Japan rose to 9,152,837 pesos 
from only 1,544,248 pesos. 


Great Britain also maintained its place at the head of the 
import list, having supplied to Uruguay during the first 
half of 1937 goods worth 5,783,445 pesos, as compared with 
5,938,716 pesos. Purchases from the United States increased 
ty 4,907,505 pesos from 4,565,213 pesos and those from Ger- 
many to 4,051,585 pesos from 3,100,979 pesos. Imports from 
Argentina were doubled this year, having been worth 
2,229,432 pesos as compared with only 1,129,480 pesos, but 
there was little change in the value of Brazilian goods enter- 
ing the country, at 2,523,545 pesos, as against 2,600,820 
peoos. Japanese goods were imported to the value of 
1,970,111 pesos as against 1,480,471 pesos last year.—Bank

UNITED KINGDOM 
BEEF AND VEAL CUSTOMS DUTIES ACT, 1997 
DRAWBACK UNDER SECTION 9 oF THE FINANCE Act, 1932 


1. By the Beef and Veal Duties (Drawback) (No, 9) 
Order, 1937, made by virtue of their powers under Section 9 
of the Finance Act, 1932, as applied by Section 1 (4) of the 
Beef and Veal Customs Duties Act, 1937, to duties charge. 
able under that Act, the Treasury have approved as from 
27 October 1937 a scheme for the allowance of drawback, 
subject to the conditions set out below, on the exporta. 
tion of pickled beef, in respect of chilled beef (excluding 
offals and boned and boneless beef and beef preserved in 
any airtight container) used in the manufacture thereof on 
which duty has been charged under Section 1 of the Beef 
and Veal Customs Duties Act, 1937. 

2. The Order provides that for the purposes of this scheme 
the expression ‘‘ pickled beef’? means pickled beef shown 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioners of Customs and 
Excise to be beef fully preserved in an aqueous solution of 
common salt, or of common salt and saltpetre, but not other- 
wise preserved. 

3. The drawback is allowed subject to Section 9 of the 
Finance Act, 1932 (sub-section (4) of which provides that 
drawback in the case of the exported goods shall only be 
allowed in respect of such quantity of material as is shown 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioners to be duty paid), 
and to the terms of the scheme, which provides for the 
allowance of drawback in respect of the average quantity of 
the specified material used by manufacturers generally in 
the manufacture of the exported goods, viz. :—0-95 Ib. of 
chilled beef per lb. net of pickled beef. 

4, The rate of drawback specified in the scheme is 3d. per 
lb. weight of chilled beef. 

5. The drawback is only allowed in respect of material 
imported, or delivered from bonded warehouse, on or after 
27 October 1937. 

6. General information as to procedure to be followed 
by exporters of pickled beef who wish to claim drawback in 
respect of chilled beef used in its manufacture is con- 
tained in Notice No. 221 obtainable on application to the 
Commissioners of Customs and Exci:e, Custom House, 
London, E.C.8, or the local Collector of Customs and Excise.

IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN CHEMICALS 

Supplement No. 2 to the same issue of the “ Gazette”

ALGERIA 

CIRCULATION TAX 

_ The attention of exporters is drawn to the fact that the 
increase of the general rate of the circulation tax from 6 per 
cent. to 8 per cent. and the raising of the special rates for 
certain preserves from 4-6 or 5-2 per cent. to 5:4 or 6 per 
cent., which were introduced in France in July (see the 
‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal’’ of 15 July, page 100), have.not 
been applied in Algeria. In consequence, the circulation tax 
continues to be levied in Algeria at the old rates, the general 
rate of the tax in that territory still being 6 per cent. 


BELGIUM 
CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN 

With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 26 August 1937 (pages 
306-307), it should be noted that the goods enumerated 
therein, if originating in a European country other than 
one to which payments are made by Belgium through a com- 
pensation account, are required to be accompanied by 4 
certificate of origin issued in the country of origin, on 
importation into Belgium. In this connection it should also 
be noted that only in respect of goods which have been 
produced or manufactured in the United Kingdom are the 
Belgian authorities prepared to accept certificates of origin 
visaed by a Belgian Consul in the United Kingdom, or 
alternatively by a Chamber of Commerce in the United 
Kingdom affiliated to the Association of British Chambers 
of Commerce, by the Federation of British Industries, 
or by the Belgian Chamber of Commerce in London. 

In regard to the re-export from the United Kingdom 
of such goods originating in a country to which payments 
are made by Belgium through a compensation account, 
certificates of origin issued in the country of origin are 
normally required by the Belgian authorities. Instead of 
such certificates, however, the Office de Compensation Belge- 
Luxembourgeois, 5, rue de Louvain, Brussels, are prepared 
to accept the invoices or bill of lading provided that it 
establishes the origin of the goods, : 

So far as is known the European countries with which 
Belgium has compensation or similar agreements are 48 
follows :—Bulgaria, Estonia, Germany, Greece, Hungary, 
Italy, Roumania, Spain and Yugoslavia.

COLOMBIA 
CONSULAR INVOICES AND FEES 

Information has been received by the Board of Trade from 
the Colombian Consulate-General in London to the effect 
that as from 1 October all consular invoices presented for 
jegalisation at Colombian Consulates in the United Kingdom 
nust have stated on them the c.i.f, value of the goods and, 
ifthe material has been sold ex-works or f.o.b., these values 
hould appear with details of the subsequent charges bring- 
ing the total to the c.i.f, figure. 

Certificates of origin must be in agreement with the con- 
silar invoices, i.e. they must show the c.i.f. value. 

The forms hitherto in use will be accepted until the new 
invoice forms with special columns for the extra particulars 
required are available. 

4s from 1 October consular charges ceased to be payable 
at the Colombian Consulates in the United Kingdom and 
are now collected at Colombian ports, where the stamps are 
to be affixed. 





CUBA 
CUSTOMS TARIFF 

With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 27 May (page 752), regarding the extension of 
the application of the Minimum Tariff to certain articles 
of prime necessity, H.M. Consul-General at Havana now 
reports that a Decree, No. 2877, dated 22 September, pub- 
lished in the ‘‘ Gaceta Oficial ’’ of 28 September, establishes 
this concession in permanent form for crude petroleum and 
fuel oil, jute bags for sugar and coffee, jute cloth, cocoanut 
and palm oils for soap making, and malt and hops for brew- 
ing. 

Certain articles, namely, salt cod fish, beans and chick- 
peas, have not been included but the application of the 
Minimum Tariff has been extended to these articles for a 
further six months as from 2 October by Decree No, 2721, 
dated 9 September. 


FRANCE 


CERTIFICATION OF INVOICES FOR GOODS 
ORIGINATING IN A THIRD COUNTRY 

A recent issue of the French ‘‘ Bulletin Douanier’’ con- 

tains an announcement concerning the facility under which 

invoices for goods subject to ad valorem duties on import 


into France may be certified by Chambers of Commerce in 
the United Kingdom affiliated to the Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce, instead of requiring legalisation by 


a French Consular Officer. It is pointed out that this 
facility has hitherto been reserved for goods originating in 
the United Kingdom. This limitation has now been 
abolished, however, and United Kingdom Chambers of Com- 
merce are accordingly empowered to certify invoices covering 
goods originating in a third country, as well as those cover- 
ing goods of United Kingdom origin. 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON CLOTHING 
LINEN 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal’? of 30 September (pages 459-460), concerning the 
revision of the French Customs duties on clothing and linen, 
itshould be noted that a recent issue of the French ‘‘ Bulle- 
tin Douanier ’’? announces that it has been decided that, 
pending the fixing of quotas for each of the new Tariff head- 
ings, clothing and linen shall be admitted under the condi- 
tions previously ruling. Thus, sleeping pyjamas, which are 
now classed as linen, will continue to be imported under 
the quota for clothing, and will not in any circumstances 
be admitted on production of certificates for the import of 
linen. In the same way, handkerchiefs will continue to be 
considered, for quota purposes, as sewn body linen for men, 
youths and boys.

GERMANY 


EXPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The “‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ” of 22 October 1937 con- 
tains an Order, dated 21 October 1937 and effective as from 
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that date, which prohibits (except under licence) the export 
from Germany of cork waste (ex Statistical No. 90). 


CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ’’ of 12 October 1937 con- 
tains an Order, dated 11 October 1937, and effective as from 
18 October 1937, which provides for the following modifica- 
tions of the German Customs Tariff :—

and not over 22 cms. thick at the thinner end, for use as 
pit props, under Customs control: 0-12 Rm. per 100 kilogs.

Note to Tariff Nos. 574 and 578 to 580.—Rubber tubes for 
tyres of vehicle wheels, covers for tyres, all these rendered 
useless for their original purpose; outer covers the tread of 
which is considerably or wholly worn off; cut, torn or 
separated parts of rubber tubing for tyres of vehicle wheels, 
of outer covers and of rubber tyres: duty free. (This new 
Note is a contraction of the previous separate Note to Tariff 
Nos. 574, 578 to 580.)

OFFICIAL VALUATION OF ESSENTIAL OILS, 
SYNTHETIC PERFUMES, ALKALOIDS, ETC. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 3 January 1935 (page 27), 
the ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’’ (Rome) of 25 September contains 
a Decree, dated 2 September and effective on the date of 
publication, which further revises the official valuations for 
essential oils, synthetic perfumes, alkaloids and alkaloid salts 
falling under Tariff Nos. 658a/2, 3, 5; 658b; 661 and 767

MOROCCO (FRENCH ZONE) 
MODIFICATIONS OF GATE TAXES 


The Moroccan ‘“ Bulletin Officiel ’’ of 3 September con- 
tains a Decree of 15 July which modifies the rates of the 
‘‘gate tax’’ in respect of various goods imported into the 
French Zone of Morocco. Among the more important modi- 
fications are the following :—

Beer and cider—tax increased from 5 cts. per litre or 
bottle to 10 cts. per litre. 

Lime, cement, plaster, fibro-cement and cement wares— 
tax increased from 0-75 to 1-50 frs. per 100 kilogs. 

Morocco leather wares, travelling goods of leather—tax 
increased from 15 frs. per 100 kilogs. net to 50 frs. 
per 100 kilogs. gross. 

Dried and smoked meats—tax increased from 20 frs. per 
100 kilogs. net to 30 frs. per 100 kilogs. semi-gross. 


NETHERLANDS 
IMPORT RESTRICTION ON FISH 


The Board of Trade have been informed that, in addition 
to Ijmuiden, non-Dutch vessels may now land their quota 
of fresh sea fish, other than herring, at Amsterdam and 
Rotterdam. Ijmuiden remains the only port for the impor- 
tation of herring.

ANGLO-TURKISH TRADE AND CLEARING 
AGREEMENT: ADDITIONS TO FOURTH 
SCHEDULE 


By an Exchange of Notes which took place at Ankara oy 

7 October 1937, it has been agreed that the following items 
shall be added to the list of Turkish goods which may }y 
permitted to be the subject of private compensation trans. 
actions between persons in Turkey and persons in the United 
Kingdom :— 

Hempseed. 

Linseed. 

Bran and pollard. 

Sharps and middlings. 

Wheat flour. 


It has been further agreed that these additions, which 
are to take effect as from 17 September 1936, shall be 
governed by the provisions of the Anglo-Turkish Trade and 
Clearing Agreement of 2 September 1936. 


SAFEGUARDING OF TURKISH CURRENCY 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal”’ of 29 July, the Board of 
Trade have received a copy of a further Decree which pro. 
vides that goods from the countries in question which were 
eligible for importation into Turkey under the régime exist 
ing before 15 July (i.e. goods which were not prohibited 
imports under that régime) but which are not included in 
the list of permitted imports mentioned in the above quoted 
notice, may, as an exceptional measure, be cleared from 
Customs and admitted into Turkey if they were shipped 
from their country of origin or if they arrived in the 
Turkish Customs on a date previous to 15 July 1937. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
IMPORT OF FROZEN FRUIT 
With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 10 December 1936 (page 852) under the head- 
ing ‘‘ Fruit and Vegetable Quarantine,’’ the Board of Trade 
have received a copy of revised regulations regarding the 
restrictions on the entry into the United States of frozen 
fruits.

TAXATION OF SUGAR 

The Board of Trade have received a copy of the 
United States Sugar Act of 1937 which imposes an excise 
tax on all sugar imported into the United States. The Act 
repeals the provisions of the Agricultural Adjustment Act 
affecting sugar, under which processing and compensating 
taxes were imposed. (See the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal,” 
6 September 1934, page 391.) 

The following is the text of the relevant section :— 

Sec. 403 (a). In addition to any other tax or duty im- 
posed by law, there shall be imposed, under such regulations 
as the Commissioner of Customs shall prescribe, with the 
approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, a tax upon 
articles imported or brought into the United States as 
follows: 

(1) On all manufactured sugar testing by the polari- 
scope 92 sugar degrees, 0-465 cent per Ib., ‘and for each 
additional sugar degree shown by the polarisc opic test, 
0-00875 cent per lb. additional, and fractions of a degree 
in proportion. 

(2) On all manufactured sugar testing by the polari- 
scope less than 92 sugar degrees 0:5144 cent per Ib. of the 
total sugars therein. 

(3) On all articles composed in chief value of manufac- 
tured sugar 0-5144 cent per lb. of the total sugars therein. 


(b) Such tax shall be levied, assessed, collected and paid 
in the same manner as a duty imposed by the Tariff Act of 
1930, and shall be treated for the purposes of all provisions 
of law relating to the Customs revenue as a duty impo

In rack and pinion mechanism, or the equivalent, where the 
crank or handwheel moves in a plane parallel to the movement 
produced, the general rule is that the part of the crank or 
handwheel which will normally be gripped by the operator 
moves in the same direction as the member of the machine 
affected.
